(57) Abstract: An office routine woik management system and management method for in-block managing a deadline of submis- 
sion of a document to an administrative organ and whether a response is required, thereby eliminating the labor of an individual or 
commonalty for performing office routine work and rationally and surely performing office routine work. A deadline management 
system includes at least management condition creation means (1), management information storage means (2). management con- 
dition judgment means (3), and management condition storage means (4) and the system is 
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operated according to the deadline management information accumulated in the management condition storage means (4). Exchange 
of a document or the like between a client and an administrative organ is performed while managing the deadline by the deadline 
management system, thereby managing the office routine woric.
